The subject matter of Claim 1 differs substantially 
from the, disclosure of publication Dl in that the 
process according to Claim 1 relates. to shaft 
fracture monitoring in a press. Consequently, the 
subject matter, of Claim 1 is novel (PCT Article 
33(2)). The fact that the prior art evident from 
publication Dl has undergone no further development 
towards the subject matter of the application in 
almost 25 years, although a need has long existed, 
speaks in favor of inventive step. Consequently, the 
subject matter of Claim 1 involves an inventive step 
(PCT Article 33 (3) ) . 

Dependent Claims 2-5 similarly involve an inventive 
step (PCT Article 33(3)). 

Use Claim 6, which corresponds to process Claim 1, 
involves an inventive step for the same reasons (PCT 
Article 33(3)). 
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
